Silver 
mine's should take their chances with 
all other producers, and every dollar 
that passes as money, whether gold, 
silver or paper, should be the equal of 
every other dollar.

The Vehicle Goes Down a Steep Grade 
at a Fearful Rate. 



Cincinnati, Sept 4.— A car became 
unmanageable at McOregor avenue 
Sunday afternoon, and after a wild 
flight ot over a mile jumped the track 
at Uroadway, crashed Into a telegraph 
pole, and one puiwenger was killed, 
three fatally injured, and twenty-six 
others more or less seriously hurt.

Down the steep grade the terrible 
specter shot past wide-eyed und open- 
mouthed pedestrians, and along the 
level grades it coasted, and then, a 
quarter of a mile from the finish, took 
the plunge that eon Id end only In 
death and destruction. 

It struck the sharp curies in the rood 
with jolts that huddled the Ptll/nngH 
together in heaps, and even despite the 
efforts of the cool-headed crew, 
tried to throw it from the rails, it held 
to them with a pertinacity that n 
was predetermined by fate.

•with considerable justice, for In no 
other country la childhood made so 
touch of, and arc children surrounded 
by so many da rices for their amuse- 
ment. In every town, aecordhu; t« Dr. 
W. D. Eastlako In the Popular Science 
Monthly, there are numbers of street 
venders and hawkers whoso sole etis- 
tomers are ohlldron. 

One class of thuse venders carry two 
charcoal stores, or furnaces, swung in 
tha conventional manner of the country 
from the ends of a pole which rests 
across the shoulder. Arriving at a con- 
venient corner, the load Is put down, 
and a group of eager children quickly 
gather. For the moderate sum of one 
or two rln the children arc supplied 
with a tiny cup of sweetened but tor 
and a spoon. Thus equipped, they 
proceed to hake their own cookies on 
the smooth iron top of the stows, fash- 
ioning the dainties into whatever 
shape they please, and, when they are 
crisp and hrown, devouring them. The 
ame vender also devotee his skill to 
children. His "stock In trade" consists 
of dried reeds and a quantity of midzu 
amc, a sort of malt paste.

Interest, is the crown of the Scotch 
kings, kept in the castle of Edinburgh. 
It is supposed, says the St. Louis Re- 
public, to have been made for Robert 
Bruce, an 1 Is formed of two circles of 
gold, the upper and narrower circlet 
being surmounted by a row of crosses 
and ttllhllllll IHleil imitation flowers. 
The krvrer ring, the head baud proper, 
is adorned from end to end of the 
golden band with large precious stones 
of different kinds, mostly In their 
rough, unpolished state. Above rise 
two arches of gold, which unite and 
are surmounted with the kistorio 
"cross and ball." Even when the 
Stuarts became kings of England they 
went to the trouble of going to Soot- 
land to seat themselves for a few mo- 
ments upon the celebrated "stone of 
Scone" and to have King Iiruce's dia- 
dem pressed upon their royal heads. 
Charles L declared his Intention of re- 
moving Scotland's famous relic to Lon- 
don, so that such ceremonies could be 
carried out at home, but the sturdy 
Scots soon convinced him that such » 
proceeding would be an infringement 
upon their rights, ro the king had to 
go to Edinburgh as others had done 
before. The wife of a preacher by 
the name of Granger once stole the 
Scotch crown and the other royal in- 
signia— this in 1633 or ltwa. At the 
time of the restoration they were 
transferred to Charles IL They u-ere 
returned to Edinburgh castle in 1707, 
and have remained there ever since.
